The fact that equally ns fine horse flesh
can be reared and bred in Nebraska ns
in uny state in the union is illustrated by
the exhibit of Mr, Coad and the premiums
this stock 18 taking. One of the great
contests in the horse ring was for the
best tive colts, the get of one stailion, In
this contest Mr. Coad took first premium,
showing five suckling colts, thorough-
breds,, that were as handsome as could
be desired. ‘The wvalve of this purely
Nebraska contest agunst the world was
illustrated in the fact that they were
shown against five colts entered by Mr.
Elwood, of DaKulb, with the ditlur-
eace that Mr. Elwood's colts were two-

satisfied with the award; that they were
tive as handsome colts as he had ever
seen. If this is not a feather for Nebraska
and an illustration that the state can
breed in its own borders as handsome
stock as the best of them, the judgmuont
of the Beg goes for naught.

The Perch-
eron Association of Americu offered at
this fair a fine gold medal for Lhe bost
Percheron stallion born and bred in Ne-
braska, This gold medal goes home with
Mr. Coad, his Juung stallion De Lesseps
being awarded the medal, and the award
was considered by all as worthily be-
stowed, Mr. Cond has on his Percherun
farm at kremont 170 head of imported
and gh grade horses from which his
stook exhibited was selected.

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ELECTRIC STREET MOTORS.

A 8tyle of Travel That is Pushing Its Way
In This Country.

—_—

VARIOUS SYSTEMS NOW IN USE.
il
An Electric Road in Alabama—Many
Similar Roadas in Difforent States
—A Still Unexplained
Mystery.

The Montgomery (Aln) Reglstorof a
recent date grows ecstatic over the final
disappearance of the mule from that city
as a motor for street car traction. The
fifteen miles of street railway mm Mont.
gomery are now operated entirely by the
electric motor, & force which the Adver.
tiser declares to have great advantnges
over mule teaction, it being able to draw
soveral cars to the mule's one. At the
time when the Advertiser article was
written the overhead conducting wire
used for the electric carrent had not yet
fallen down and killed a horse driven by
one of the ex-governors of Alabama.
This was an eyent of later date. Buat had
the accident occurred before the an-
nouncement of the disappearance of the
miule was made, it could hardly have
dampened the enthusinsm of the writer.,
He would have maintained, very justly,
that the horse might have been kicked
by a mule, and so perished in any event.
Fifteen or twenty horse power, no mat-
ter what the form 1n which its energy is
digplaved, is a dangerous torce to meet
in an irregular contest,

There 18 no doubt that the ecleetric
motor fur street ralwavs has passed pe-
vond the experimental stage. In a small
way it has been in nse in Enrope since
1881,a track one and one-half miles long
with two cars, having been a sort ni
plaything in Berlin from that date to the
rruunl time. Another road one mile in
ength, with the same number of oars,
wins openpgd in Brighton, England, in
18843, and during the same year and the
year following several short roads were
constructed in different parts of Europe.
Two of the German mines nalso, one
since 1882 and the other since 1844, have
been furnished with tracks a few hun-
dred yards long, on which electrie mo-
tors are usod. But these romds were all
small ventures, and though the number
of passengers carried was somebimes
considernble, the experiments were
hardly to be considered ns linal tests of
a complicated eongineering problem.
The solution of ths problem, like the
solution of s0 many other problems that
involve inventive skill, hns been reserved
for men working under the inspiration
of American patent laws, The com-
meraial ntility of the electric motor on
prolonged lines of ateet rmilway has
been very well demenstrated in this
country during the past two years, and
the work of constructing new ronds and
changing horse roads to electric ronds
goes rapidly forward,

Electricity ns a motor for street rail-
ways hns now only one rival, ‘The horse
has the nine points ot law 1n his favor,
but possession ean hardly be nllowed to
weigh against all his manifost disadvan-
tuges. He has an expensiye stomach,
requires n great deal of care, takes up
too much room, and 1@ not noticenbly
clean. His (irst cost, also, when his lia-
bility to default on his life assurance
scheme is taken into nccount, is nearly
ng great as that of the eleciric motor,
For n new and unequipped roud, there-
tore, he can affer no advantages in
economy. The clectric motor has no
rival in the hor=e, and it has no rival, ap-
parently, in the varions plans for com-
pressed nir traction which have been pro-
posed. 1ts only rival is theesble system,
u aystem which works well and has been
proved to be econumiecal, but which has
not yet captured the tield and  seems to
be hnndicapped in its efforts at getting
poasession of the streets.

The isability of the cable aystem is in
its tirst cost. A road that ealls for $8¢,000
per mile in construction must be sure of
# very traflic bufore the money can be
ventured, There are probavly only a
few of the leading eities in the union
where a cable road could be operated
with suflcient gross roceipts to pay

the interest on the investment and
still  leave an  satisfactory mar-
in of profit for the stock-
1olders.  Cable roads enn be opevated

prolitably where a horse railroad would
be profituble. Buot horse ruilroads are
usually very unprofitable in third-cinss
cities, and, except upon a few streets, not
very much of n bonnnza in cities of the
second class, The field for an §80,000-
per-mile railroad seams to bo oxtremely
limited when the ground is contested by
a systom that costs very little more thaa
a well-equipped horse road, and which
will yet cost in operating expenses, if the
testimony of experience ean be trusted,
not so very much more than a cuble
rond.

At all events the horse must go, and
there is good remson to think that the
electric motor is making much more
rapid progress in the Umted states on
street railways than the cable system. In
Richmond, Va., a well-known company
15 equipping twelve miles of road, on
which forty oars are to be run. The same
company 18 equinping roads also at St.
Louis, Boston, Woonsocket, Baltimore,
St. Joseph, and various other points. At
Pittaburg three roads are under construc-
tion. Binghamton is to have a road four
and a half miles long, operating eight
motor cars. At San Diego a road is
being constructed nine milos lona, over
which four forty-horse power molor ears
are to furnish traction. Bol these are
only a few of the more [nrominenl enter-
priscs. Not less than fifty-five or sixty
ronds are under construetion or pro-
jucted in the United States, snd the
movement is continually extending.
What will prove tc be one of the heav-
test industries in the country is appar-
ently springing up as a consequence of
the introduction of electricity as a rail-
wg motor. 1

here are three different aystems of
sransmission in use, tha first on overhead
wires and the second ovar wires placed
in conduits, while the third is operated
by means of acenmulatorsor storage bat-
teries. As usual in this country in the
introduction of new inveutions, the ays-
tem which is least expensive and eompli-
cated will be first in seguring possession
of the field. Thia is known as the over-
head system. A hard-drawn cepter wire
of snuall size but great tensile strength
is suapended about cighteen feet above
the tracks, whure it 18 rupported either
by a bracketed post set in the curb or by
special supports on lateral wires which
cross the stheet from side to side. In dis-
tributing the current theiralls are gener-
ally gronnded, and forin one side of the
cirenit, but in case the  connections Le-
tween the rails is not good they are re-en-
forced by a continuous conductor. A
trolley which Is connected with the
engine. In some systems the motor ia
placed under the car in such manner that
no space is lost and no detached molor
needed; but in other devices the mojor is
detached and resembles a steam locomo-
tive in its methods of operation.

Yet
men still remain so ignorant of the sub-
tile nature of thin force that scientitio
journals, devoled to its study, are still
discussing the problem of whether it is

to considered mniter, us only
s force geonerated by certain conditions
and relations of matter. The solution for

the presont seems to be beyond reach.
“Electricity,’ says an expert, “'is simply
an sgent of transmismon—a convenient,
tractable, yet powerful means ol carrying
and dill.l"lbl.ll.illg energy of motion from
one point to others. Electricity is one
form of «nergy, butitisa ereated form
of energy; it may be considered as steam
in another torm, and when we recover it,
it is simply mechanical work or wenergy
of motion, and no longer eleatricity."
This definition of a mysterious fores
seems to doeoen rather than dispel the
wystery by which it has always been sur-
rounded. No doubt it is scientitic; but
would it not be oqually scientific to say
that it 1s firnvity und not water that turns
the water wheel? Nevertholess the
weight of argument #eems to be against
the material properties of this incompre-
hensible workmant But this much we
know for certain., Wa have found in
electrieity the most nimble-footed agent
known in the universe, a traveller that
can rival the light in speed, and explode
